Manchester. Eng.. Sept. 12. (/p)—- 
Nothing but heurt failure on the part 
of the British nation can prevent our 
achiev+ng a real victory, said Pre­ 
mier Lloyd George speaking today 
at Manchester. 
The premier said that the British 
casualties in the last offensive 
in 
Prance were one-flfth of w h at they 
were in 1916. 


Premier L|oyd George said he was 


all for a league of nations and that 
in fact a league already had been 
begun. The British empire, he said, 
was a league of free nations and that 
the allied countries fighting the bat- 
tj* f9 r international right were now 
; a Jeague of free nations. 
“To end all w ars,” 
the 
premier 
said, “ we m ost impose 
a 
durable 
p e a ^ from our enemies. The Prussian 
. military pow er 
must 
not 
only 
be 
beaten, 
but 
Germany 
herself must 
[know and the German people must 
know , that their rulers have outrag- 
jed the laws of hum anity, and 
that 
Prussian 
strength 
can 
not 
protect 
them from punishm ent." 
“This must be the last w ar,” Mr. 
Lloyd George said. "Don’t let us be 
misled that the establishm ent of a 
league of nations without nower w ill 


in itself secilio th e world ag ai nst 
a 
ca ta str op he. A league of n ati on s w ith 
the P rus si an m il ita ry power t r i u m ­ 
ph an t would be a league of fox and 
geese— one fox and m a n y geese. T h e 
geese would gr e atly diminish in n u m ­ 
bers.” 
The only sure fo u n d a ti o n 
for

league of nations, t h e p re mi er said, 
Avas a victory for t h e allies. Peace 
must be of a kind, he 
added, 
that 
com m end s itself to the comm on sense 
conscience of the nations.

C o nt in uing, the p r e m ier said:
